Pekin was urgently desired. 
Prince! 
Ching was informed th at the emper-j 
o r’s wishes would be respected by j 
the foreign troops and that every 
courtesy would be shown him. 
It was pointed out to t h e . Chinese 
plenipotentiary that the em peror’s re­ 
turn was of the highest possible im­ 
portance as affecting the maintenance 
of the integrity of the Chinese em ­ 
pire, and th at he should come accom ­ 
panied by every available soldier, by 
at least 20,000 men if possible. These 
troops, it was further contended by 
the Japanese minister, m ust be sent 
into Manchuria, as the Russians re 
ported great disturbances there, and 
it was not right that the task of 
quelling the trouble should bo thrown 
upon the shoulders of one 
nation. 
Finally Prince Ching 
was assured 
that, if the 20,000 Chinese 
troops 
could not suppress the disorders in 
Manchuria, other powers would send 
an international force to co-operate 
with China, which all the powers re­ 
garded as a friendly power. 
No reply having been received to 
this communication, Li flung Ching 
was notified to the same effect, and 
told th at Em peror Kwang Sn must 
give an immediate answer.
